REMARKS 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the application. Applicant graciously acknowledges the 
allowance of claims 1-4. Claims 5, 9, 10, 16 and 20 have been amended. Claim 10 has been 
amended to correct dependency of the claim. Claims 16 and 20 have been amended to replace 
"melanoma xenograft" with "melanoma," as requested by the Examiner. Further, the 
specification has been amended to correct the informalities identified by the Examiner. 

Claims 5-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph, as not being enabled. 
Specifically, the Examiner contends that the specification, while being enabling for the treatment 
of specific cancer, does not reasonably provide enablement for a cancer illness in general. Office 
action, p. 3, If 2. Claims 5 and 9 have been amended to list specific cancer illnesses supported by 
at least claims 13-20 of the application. In light of these amendments, withdrawal of the §1 12 
rejection is respectfully requested. Further, claims 13-20 now depend from allowable claims 5 
and 9, and therefore, withdrawal of the objection to claims 13-20 is respectfully requested. 

In view of the foregoing, the application is in condition for allowance. Reconsideration 
and allowance of the application are respectfully requested.
